Tne Foreign Missionary Seminary at 
Paris has a telegram from Hong Kong stat- 
ing,thaj a terrible typhoon ravaged Western 
Tonquin. Two hundred churches, thirty- 
four parsonages and colleges, and 2,000 
houses were destroyed. Six thousand 
Christians were ruined and are without re- 
sources. The losses are immense. The 
distress is terrible. The telegram begs for 
the promptest help. 

THE prisoner held at Grand Island, 
Neb., has been fully identified as Ed. Max- 
well, the elder of the two notorious brother 
outlaws. The younger brother, Alonzo, 
who made good his escape when Ed. was 
arrested, is known to be secreted somewhere 
in the vicinity, and it is believed will be 
captured.

A NUMBER of operatives at Burden’s 
Mills, Troy, N. Y., were crossing the Hud- 
son River in a large skiff to their homes on 
the west side, on the evemng of the 12th, 
when the frail and overweighted craft was 
swamped by a passing steamer and went 
down nearly in the middle of the river. The 
names of those known to be drowned are:

The remainder of the 
passengers were rescued by small boats and 
a tug, a boy-of 14, Charles Pickett, distin- 
guishing himself by presence of mind and 
heroic activity. 

THEODORE TIRER, a prominent loan 
and insurance agent of Albert Lea, Minn., 
has been swindling people right and left, 
and is now in jail in default of bail. He 

ed upon the discovery of his fraudulent 
practices, but was pursued to Forest City, 
Iowa, and brought back. The extent of his 
crookedness is not fully known, but the 
Fréeborn County Bank is reported to be a 
loser to the amount of $5,000 or $6,000. Tirer 
oceupied a high position in Albert Lea 
church and society circles. It is now known 
that he was some years ago sent to the New 
York Penitentiary from Buffalo for forgery, 
being pardoned out by Governor Tilden. 
He then came West to tae a fresh start in 
life, but evidently did not profit any by his 
former experiences. 
At Blue Mound, Macon County, Iil., 
the other night, Dr. R. W. Shaw, a well- 
known physician, was shot and killed by a 
young man named James Tobey Ward. It 
is said that Ward had been paying atten- 
tions to a daughter of Dr. Shaw, and bad led 
her astray, and that the father had threat- 
ened to kill him on sight. They met in the 
village drug-store and several shots were 
exchanged, resulting as stated. <A third 
party Wituessed the affray, but says he docs 
not know who began it. Ward claims he 
acted in self-defense. He fled after the 
shooting, but subsequently delivered him- 
self up to the authorities at Decatur, where 
he is now in jail. Dr. Ward leaves a widow 
and six children. He had an- extensive 
practice in the southern part of the county 
and was generally respected by all classes. 
He was also quite prominent as a local Dem- 
ocratie politician. é 

Mary Frances McVICKER, wife of 
Edwin Booth, died in New York City on the 
18th, of consumption. 

OscaR W. HaRPEL, a well-known 
Cincinnati printer, author of several books 
pertaining to the ‘‘ art preservative,”’ died 
quite suddenly at Louisville, Ky., where he 
was Visiting friends. 

Near Wilmington, Del., a 4-year-old 
child of John Fox, a farmer, was killed bya 
large dog belonging to a neighbor. The an- 
imal seized the child by the throat, mang- 
ling it horribly and causing almost instant 
death. i 

A pispaTcH from Odessa says rail- 
way traflic in Central Russia is greatly im- 
peded by snow, which has prevented the 
sowing of winter wheat, especially in the 
Government of Kharkoff.

THREE persons were killed and six 
injured by the explosion of a gas-house at 
Hamburg, Germany. 

W.H. Woopwarp, of Scandia, Kans., 
was shot by James Humphrey, editor of 
the Belleville Telescope, and has since died 
froin his wound, The quarrel between the 
two originated in polities. Humphrey made 
some reflections on Woodward’s family, and 
the latter meeting him said he was going to 
slap his face, which he attempted todo. A 
Deputy Sheriff happened to be near and 
grasped Woodward about the body and 
arms. While he was holding him, as al- 
leged, Humphrey passed behind Woodward 
and placing a revolver against his back fired.

THE Illinois State Board of Health 
has addressed a communication to Superin- 
tendents of railroads throughout Illinois, 
calling their attention to the alarming prev- 
alence of small-pox, and requesting them 
to take certain precautions regarding the 
train hands, and particularly those officiat- 
ing on emigrant trains, on which itis be- 
lieved the disease is more apt to be brought 
and communicated to the public through 
railroad men, who are likely to suffer con- 
tagion in the ordinary pursuit of their voca- 
tion. 

THE officers of the Irish National 
Land League of America have issued a call 
for a Convention to be held at Chicago, be- 
ginning on Nov. 30. The Convention will 
be in the widest sense a National one, rep- 
resentation being invited from societies of 
whatever name who are friendly to the Irish 
cause. 


Dr. Joun M. Leonarp, for forty 
years a practicing physician of Burlington 
Township, Calhoun County, Mich., has 
pleaded guilty to having made and circu- 
lated bogus silver coins and stands commit- 
ted to await trial. In bis possession was 
found a trunk full of dies and apparatus for 
making counterfeit coins of every descrip- 
tion from a nickel to $1.

THE public schools at Niagara, Ont., 
are temporarily closed, owing to the preva- 
lence of diphtheria. There is a large num- 
ber sick. ‘The deaths so far are confined to 
children. 

GREAT suffering exists at Woodstock, 
New Brunswick, on account of the recent 
conflagration. Great difficulty is experi- 
enced in finding shelter for the homeless. 
The Mayor has provided accommodation for 
a large number in the Town Hall. 

Forty persons were killed and forty- 
one wounded by the explosion of gas ina sul- 
phur mine at Gessalungo, near Catanicetta, 
Italy. 





LATE NEWS ITEMS, 


Four more jurors were secured in the 
Guiteau case at Washington on the 15th. 
The prisoner manifested less nervousness 
and excitability than on the day before, al- 
though in his whispered conversations with 
his brother he was quite demonstrative and 
earnest in his manner. There was some 
difficulty in maintaining order among the 
crowd of spectators present to listen to the 
proceedings. There were no manifestations 
of ill-will, except now and then a slight dis- 
position to applaud an expression occasion- 
ally made by thoxe examined for jury duty 
that they were of the decided opinion that 
the assassin ought to be hanged. 

TsE star-route conspiracy case, re- 
cently thrown out by Judge Cox when filed 
as informative, because thc offense charged 
was an infamous one, isto be presented in 
the Police Court and the parties to the al- 
leged conspiracy rearrested. It is presumed 
that they will waive an examination and 
give bail. The papers will then go to the 
Grand Jury. 

By the will of Chas. H. Northam, of 
Hartford, Conn., Trinity College receives 
$120,000; Hartford Hospital, $50,000; Christ 
Episcopal Church, $10,000. Thosum of #3)- 
000 is given to erect a chapel at Cedar Hill 
Cemetery.

DrpHTHERIA, scarlet fever and small- 
pox are devastating the central and southern 
portion of Russia. 

HERBERT OsBorN, Of San Rafael, 
Cal., murdered Mrs. Prinee by breaking 
her jaw with an iton and then poisoned him- 
self with laudanum. 

Lorp Lorne arrived in Liverpool, 
Eng., on the 14th, and was met by the Prin- 
cess Louise, and with her proceeded to the 
seat of the Duke of Westminster, near Ches- 
ter. They were cheered by thousands of 
people who had assembled at Birkenhead 
Landing stage. There was alsoa popular 
and municipal reception in their honor at 
Chester. 

E1entT persons in New Orleans were 
peisoned hy eating creamcakes purchased 
at the bakery of A. V. Flotte. Some of the 
cake was procured by Capt. Gill, who sent 
it to Chief Boylan’s office, from whence it 
was taken tothe Charity Hospital for ans- 
lysis. The supposition is that the poison 
was contained in the baking powder used in 
making the eakes. As Mr. Filotte is well- 
known as un honest, industrious man, who 
bad no animosity against any one of the par- 
ties, the police are of the opinion that the 
poisoning was an accident, 
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The First Step. 


It is the first step that costs, as Cash- 
ier Baldwin, whe tints away with two 
millions of money with which he was 
entrusted, now realizes. Ile was no less 
a thief when, twelve years ago, he com- 
mitted his first offense than now that he 
has carried ruin to his best friends and 

to his wife and children. There 
is nothing much new in his crime. He 
fellas many others have fallen béfore 
him. The story is an old one, bat it 
needs to be told over and over again. A 
life commenced in honor ends in eternal 
disgrace. There is no repairing the 
ruin wrought. So complete and shame- 
ful is it that one feels like averting his 
eyes from the sad sight. And yet it is 
well to study it, for the same reasons 
that physicians dissect repulsive cadav- 
ers. Perhaps some other life may be 
saved by a searching autopsy. 

The frantic utterances of this man 
when discovery came and confession 
was unavoidable show that his moral 
nature, however weakened, was not 
dead. Conscience had been constantly 
making protests from his first outrage 
upon it. It doubtless grew weaker and 
weaker, but the still, small voice was 
heard even up to the hour when the 
crash came. Then it changed to a roar 
of remorsé. Then the scorpion stings 
of shame added their pitiless punish- 
ment. Then the moral nature of the 
man, so long tortured, arose at last 
in indignant fury. Alas, poor wretch! 
What to him are millions now? | As 
he writhes in his agony, and begs for 
the severest punishment, it is evident 
that he craves it as some surcease from 
bitter anguish and pain sharper than 
the law can inflict. What a life has this 
man led for twelve years! No hunted 
hare, by hounds and horn pursued, has 
felt keener terror. Sleeping or waking, 
there was no rest for him, ever dread- 
ing to hear the awful word ‘thief’ 
shouted in hisear. Though he walked 
upright he was ever skulking. Over his 
shoulder was ever peering the stern eye 
of justice. It followed him to his pew 
in church and glared at him. It ob- 
truded into his home and thrust itself 
into his family circle. It poisoned every 
pleasure, marred every joy, darkened 
every day, embittered every night. 
Twist and turn as he might, he could 
not escape it. Disguise was unavailing. 
There was no mask to hide him from 
himself. At last his sin has found him 
out. No doubt this .ia..a reliat, toub ite 

ony of suspense is over. The torture 
of apprehension has ended. There are 
no more thongs to be attached to the 
whip of conscience. The wretched man 
throws down at last a load under which 
he has staggered for twelve years, and 
which hourly grew heavier. That which 
remains is lighter, though he must bear 
it to his grave. 

The history of Baldwin’s crime is that 
of most other great embezzlements and 
defalcations. To hide and repair the 
first peculation another is ventured on, 
and another. The deluded victim fol- 
lows a will-o’-the-wisp until he sinks 
hopeless and helpless in the mire. The 
first step costs, because itseems to make 
necessary the second and the last. The 
weakness which induces the first com- 
pels all others. Few men have courage 
to turn short about in their tracks. Bit- 
terly now does this man, begging for 
the Penitentiary to hide him from his 
friends, his family and the world, regret 
that he did not resolutely retrace that 
first step at whatever cost. Many of the 
great defalcations of public oflicers oc- 
cur just as has this at Newark. The 
custodian of trust funds who touches a 
doitar isin danger. There is no safety 
after that. Great defalcations are pre- 
ceded by small peculations, as safe- 
blowing is by till-tapping. The stock 
and grain markets, as at present man- 
aged, are responsible often for the sec- 
ond step and final fall, in that they hold 
out hope of sudden and great gains by 
gambling on margins. ‘This doubtless 
lured Baldwin onto his ruin. Telegrams 
say ‘*he was a man of. unimpeachable 
character and high reputation.” As he 
stands dejected and abject amid the 
wreck and ruin he has made, he is a 
warning to many who have yet learn 
that ‘it is the first step that costs.”— 
Indianapolis Journal.

It 
is proved that she had been in the habit 
of driving alone with him, of with 
him to the theaters and public ens 
at all hours, and of remaining out all 
night at places of amusement. Yet 
witnesses testified in the trial that she 
was considered by her own class to be 
& virtuous girl, simply fond of fun, and 
a ‘little fast.” er mother, even, 
seems to have entered but a feeble pro- 
bast, against her absence from home all 
night. 

ardly a week passes in which the 
daily papers do not give accounts of 
young girls who are missing from. their 

omes. They usually are found by 
their friends or parents, sometimes res- 
cued morally unharmed in distant cities 
to which they have. wandered with a 
vague longing for adventure. But asa 
rule, the rescue comes too late.- The 
adventure has ended in death, like this 
for which the young man is on trial to- 
day, or in ruin far worse than death. 

n our country towns, too, cases of 
immorality ey ving 4 ocour that never 
find their way into the papers. There 
is an outbreak of despair in some quiet 
farm-house, a fury of scandal in the 
neighborhood, a young man is disgraced 
and sent away, to begin, perhaps, his 
life over again elsewhere. But a girl, 
more innocent than he, remains be- 
hind. She is the victim. Contrition 
and despair avail nothing for her. Her 
life is ruined. 

We would not allude to this subject 
did we not know that the Companion 
enters thousands of homes of the very 
class in which these tragedies most fre- 
quently occur. That they do occur is 
in part due to the circulation of foul, 
exciting novels and low story-papers 
among these boys and girls. The prin- 
cipal cause, however, fies deeper than 
this. It springs from the neglect of 
parents to interest themselves in the 
amusement of their children. Such par- 
ents clothe, feed and provide their chil- 
dren with work, but they give little 
thought or attention to their reading or 
their ~-q-.7“Uhey aré most open to 
temptation, the young people are turned 
loose together. Drives, walks, dances 
and kissing-plays kept up half the night, 
are the recreations of these untrained 
young people who are totally ungarded 
by their parents. If it is no discredit in 
the eyes of parents or neighbors for a 
girl to be loud, fond of beaus and ‘a 
little fast,’? who is to blame if ruin fol- 
lows ?— Youth's Companion.

ae oman 
. Thé fariher, of all others, it would ‘be 
suppoéed, isa truly practical man, and 
does his fa@t™m work in such a way that 
the least outlay will bring the largest in- 
come. Let us look at some of the kinds 
of farmers that our broad country con- 
tains, and try to decide which comes the 
nearest to the practical farmer, in the 
highest acceptance of that phrase. 

We do not have to go very far from 
many of our own homes to find a farmer 
who, haying inherited a small farm from 
his father, tills it, and that in much the 
same way that it has been tilled by his 
He is content to do his work in 
the ‘‘good old way,’’ and holds up to 
everyone that would suggest improve- 
ments the argument of antiquity; that 
his father made a fair living in his way, 
and he doubtless knew what was best. 
There have been a great many improve- 
ments in farming during the past thirty 
years, and it would take a large volume 
to simply state the greater advantages 
which the farmer of to-day may enjoy— 
or rather needs to have, to successfully 
compete in the agricultural strife—over 
those within the reach of the farmer of 
a quarter ofa century ago. There is 
much truth in the current expression 
that the machinery of the farm is get- 
ting so perfect that men do not have to 
work as hard as in former days. There 
is the lazy man’s mower, and the ease- 
loving man’s thresher; and so on, 
through the whole list of farm-tools. 

1 am no advocate of idleness, but do 
stand strongly for anything that will 
shift hard work from the shoulders of 
the farmer, and also the farmer’s wife 
and children, to those of horses and 
oxen and the forces of water and stream. 
I do not wish that the farmer may work 
less that he may.spend his days in idle- 
ness. Deliver us from the state such 
idleness would bring usinto! Weought 
to look upon all labor-saving devices, of 
whatever nature, not as means of doing 
man’s work, but as a means of shifting 
his labor from that which is purely of 
the muscle to that which is partly of the 
brain. 

The farmer who is content to labor 
with his hands from early morn until 


| late at night, leaving no hours for men- 


tal labor, no time for the enjoyment of 
the world of beauty in which he exists, 
not lives, does not understand this, 
though. Such a farmer sees no value 
in books; and as for using them in his 
work—getting an idea here and 4 sug- 
gestion there—it is out of the question. 
Book farming to him is nonsense, sim- 
ply because he does not know what 
farming is in its highest sense. Books 
are not of value to anyone as a source 
of information unless they are read and 
their contents undergo a process of men- 
tal digestion. 

Suppose we start with another farmer 
who has likewise inherited a farm from 
his father, and upon which land he con- 
agricultural work. This 
farmer inherited more than simply the 
farm; with it came a desire for prog- 
ress, a longing, to be satisfied with only 
the best of everything that a farm can 
afford, and at the same time a keen 
sense that the farm must be the means 
of obtaining these desired ends. His 
father was of course a good farmer, and 
saw the importance of getting the larg- 
est possible crops by the best means 
within his reach. This farm was more 
to him than a means of getting his daily 
food; it was a source of delight ; a por- 
tion of the face of the earth in which,

ure of their living—it was his desire to 
make his surroundings beautiful. Trees 
were planted along the highway. Or- 
chards of the best fruit made a side hill 
fair to look upon. The buildings were 


| substantial and convenient, and in them 


were snugly kept through the winter the 
prize herd of the county. Surrounded 
by such things as these the boy grew to 
be a man, each day drinking in some- 
thing of the higher life upon the farm. 
He had a better start—some may say 
—than the poor farmer with whom he is 
contrasted, and that but proves the very 
pointin hand.- I wish it could be un- 
derstood upon every farm in the United 
States, from Maine to California, that 
there is one crop that should stand 
It is not a sectional 
one; but must be grown wherever farm 
life lasts—the end toward which all oth- 
er crops tend. This great product of 
Amcrican farms is the crop of boys and 
girls, without which our country would 
soon go out in darkness and its records 
be the records of shortsightedness and 
folly. On the proper raising of the 
children depends the future of all human 
institutions, and nowhere is this more 
true than upon the farm. Our second 
farmer had, then, the advantage of a 
superior ‘‘raising,’? and he in turn 
makes good use of that tillage of his 
heart and brain, and lives a larger, 
broader and therefore better life. He 
keeps in view the importance of the 
proper training of his children and thus 
‘*- farms it”? inthe most approved man- 
ner. He does his work that it may live 
after him in a better farm, with good 
hands into which to commi: it, when he 
is gone. The first farmer does his work 
for the present; literally he ‘* works by 
the day ;’’ the other for the future. Is 
it not clear which is the better farmer, 
and far the more practical one?—Dr. 
Byron D. Halsted, in Christian Union.

Pullas if it were mo- 
lasses candy; have a dish near by with 
some vanilla in it, and work “it enough 
to flavor it as you pull; put itina cold 
room, and the next day you will have 
delicious candy.
